| Villain  of  the  Erie  Railroad  saga,  pro- 
ducer of  Black  Friday,  September  24, 
1869.  H is  financier  sons,  George 
I and  Edwin,  continued  his  railroad 
interests  while  daughter,  Helen  Miller 
I Shepard,  is  known  for  her  generous 
gifts  to  the  citizens  of  New  York. 
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Missouri,  Kansas,  Texas  Railway  Co.,  July  3,  1880,  signed  by  Jay  Gould;  the 
cunning  manipulator  of  railroad  securities.  The  former  leather  merchant  also 
owned  the  New  York  World,  New  York  Elevated  Railways  and  controlled 
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Four  years  before  Roland  M.  Smythe  founded  his  business,  the 
United  States  celebrated  the  100th  Anniversary  of  its  birth.  The  great 
Centennial  Exhibition  at  Fairmount  Park  in  Philadelphia  focused  on 
America’s  drive  to  realize  its  dream  of  industrial  and  commercial  wealth 
and  power.  The  grandeur  and  utility  of  the  powerful  1500  horsepower 
Corliss  engine,  the  crowd’s  favorite  exhibit,  symbolized  the  maturing 
technological  and  industrial  clout  of  the  restless,  ambitious  nation. 
Brazilian  Emperor  Dom  Pedro,  the  first  head  of  a foreign  state  to  visit 
America,  started  the  engine  and  upstaged  President  Ulysses  S.  Grant, 
the  honest  but  tarnished  Civil  War  hero. 

Among  the  many  potentially  useful  gadgets  demonstrated  was  the 
telephone  of  Alexander  Graham  Bell,  a device  which  stirred  little  excite- 
ment. One  arm  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  was  displayed,  the  first  install- 
ment of  France’s  gift  that  was  to  become  the  Goddess  of  Welcome  to  the 
hordes  of  Old  World  humanity  who  sought  political  and  economic  free- 
dom in  the  promised  land. 

The  Centennial  year  was  punctuated  with  events  that  dramatized 
the  hazards  of  a nation  growing  up:  Sitting  Bull  and  his  Sioux  Indians 
massacred  General  Custer  and  his  American  troops  at  the  Battle  of  Little 
Big  Horn  (in  later  days,  Americans,  who  have  a knack  for  rewarding 
violent  achievements,  made  Sitting  Bull  a star  roadshow  attraction). 
Twenty  Molly  Maguires,  Irish  immigrant  laborers  in  the  coal  fields  of 
Pennsylvania,  when  accused  of  disposing  of  their  employers  as  a protest 
against  unfair  labor  practices,  were  ordered  executed. 

By  1880,  the  year  R.M.  Smythe  & Co. was  born,  the  United  States 
had  weathered  seven  lean  years.  In  September  of  1873,  the  prestigious 
banking  house  of  Jay  Cooke  & Co.  closed  its  doors.  Failure  of  the  famed 
Civil  War  financier,  who  continued  to  prosper  during  the  post-war  era, 
triggered  a panic  which  led  to  the  closing  of  the  stock  exchange  and  the 
demise  of  over  5,000  businesses  by  the  end  of  that  year. 


Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  of  Philadelphia,  dated  July  24,  1894. 

A profusely  illustrated  certificate  lithographed  by  the  American  Bank  Note 
Company.  The  signature  of  the  traction  king,  Peter  A.  B.  Widener,  enjoys 
the  company  of  portraits  of  the  historical  giants,  William  Penn  and 
Benjamin  Franklin. 
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The  enterprising  builders  of  railroads  faced  stupendous  financial 
and  physical  difficulties;  these  were  frequently  overcome  by  manipu- 
lative practices  that  destroyed  the  integrity  of  U.S.  Senators  and  Repre- 
sentatives. Closely-held  construction  companies,  created  by  the  barons, 
drained  resources  from  the  railroads;  scandals,  such  as  the  Union  Pacific- 
Credit  Mobilier  affair,  shocked  the  unsuspecting  citizenry.  Clandestine 
distribution  of  stock  and  other  shady  incentives  oiled  the  legislative 
machinery  during  critical  periods. 


The  New  York  Central  and  Hudson  Railroad  Company  certificate  represents 
the  consolidation  of  two  major  systems.  Produced  by  National  Bank  Note, 
it  features  the  portrait  of  Commodore  Cornelius  Vanderbilt,  founder  of  the 
family  fortune,  and  it  is  signed  by  his  illustrious  heir,  William  H.  Vanderbilt. 


fur-trader's  grandson  who  went  down  with  the  Titanic;  United  States  Sen- 
ator Chauncey  Mitchell  Depew,  a renowned  after-dinner  speaker  was  active 
in  the  legal  and  political  fields.  He  was  legal  counsel  for  the  Vanderbilt 
interests  and  served  as  president  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad. 
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Atlantic  & Great  Western  Railroad  Co.,  January  1 , 1872;  Union  General  George  B. 
McClellan  signs  as  President.  Considered  a brilliant  administrator  of  military  affairs, 
McClellan  aspired  to  the  presidency  of  the  United  States  in  1864.  Prior  to  his  Civil 
War  service,  " Young  Napoleon " was  a vice-president  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad. 
In  this  capacity  he  became  acquainted  with  Abraham  Lincoln,  one  of  the  com- 
pany's young  lawyers.  In  later  life  McClellan  became  New  Jersey's  governor. 


In  1880,  several  of  the  bold  barons  of  finance  were  gone.  Daniel 
Drew,  the  excessively  shrewd  speculator,  died  in  1879,  his  fortune 
gambled  away.  Drew’s  extraordinary  successes,  such  as  the  manipulation 
of  Erie  Railroad  stock,  were  followed  by  misjudgements  in  North- 
western, Toledo  and  Wabash,  Canada  Southern  Railroad,  and  Quicksilver 
Mining.  King,  Cox  & Co.,  his  brokerage  firm,  collapsed,  burying  him  in  a 
whirlpool  of  debt. 

When  old  Commodore  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  died  in  January,  1877, 
the  New  York  Herald  mourned  the  death  of  a giant.  Despite  the  uneasy 
times,  he  had  managed  to  accumulate  some  $100,000,000  from  railroad 
and  steamship  investments.  Jim  Fisk,  Vermont’s  granite-veined  specu- 
lator, was  a partner  of  Daniel  Drew  and  Jay  Gould  in  the  Erie  Railroad 
War;  his  career  was  abruptly  terminated  in  a lover’s  quarrel.  ‘Uncle’ 
Rufus  Hatch,  one  of  New  York’s  most  notorious  stockbrokers  and  a 
colorful  character  who  always  furnished  ‘good  copy’  for  the  press, 
survived  the  1873  Panic  but  had  gone  bankrupt  in  1876. 
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Simultaneously,  many  younger  men  were  assembling  fortunes  in 
their  chosen  fields:  Pious  John  D.  Rockefeller  was  operating  the  largest 
oil  refinery  in  the  world.  After  political  opposition  to  his  South  Im- 
provement Company,  he  regrouped  the  forces  of  some  forty  com- 
panies under  the  banner  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company  and  greased  the 
path  to  enormous  wealth. 

Thomas  Fortune  Ryan,  orphaned  at  14,  rode  to  riches  on  the  street 
railways  with  William  C.  Whitney  and  Peter  A.B.  Widener.  One-time 
butcher  Widener,  with  William  L.  Elkins  and  others,  had  originally 
harnessed  horsepower  to  pull  the  public  through  the  streets  of  metro- 
politan America.  He  soon  recognized  electricity  as  a more  stable  and 


January  1 1,  1886.  A soft  blue  certificate  from  American  Bank  Note  Company 
commemorates  the  line  which  paralleled  Broad  Street  (14th),  reportedly  the 
world's  longest  straight  street  and  path  of  the  present  Broad  Street  Subway. 
This  certificate  is  enriched  by  the  elusive  and  valuable  signatures  o f Meyer 
Guggenheim  and  Charles  Lennig.  Swiss-born  Guggenheim  dominated  the 
world  metal  industries  and  Lennig  created  Pennwalt,  the  chemical  giant. 


The  Michigan  Central  Railroad  Company  $5,000  bond,  dated  March  10,  1881. 
Signed  by  the  Commodore's  grandson,  Cornelius  Vanderbilt  II,  as  Vice  Pres- 
ident. This  road  was  an  important  link  between  Detroit  and  Chicago,  bustling 
trading  centers  of  mid-America. 
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less  fragrant  source  of  power;  the  equine  system  gave  way  to  more 
efficient  electric  transportation  (controlled  by  Widener  and  friends) 
in  New  York,  Philadelphia,  Chicago,  Pittsburgh  and  Baltimore.  Widener 
later  helped  organize  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation,  the  Inter- 
national Mercantile  Marine  Company,  and  the  American  Tobacco 
Company;  he  also  invested  in  other  promising  companies  of  the  day. 

E.H.  Harriman  was  a 32  year  old  broker  accumulating  capital 
which  enabled  him  to  ride  the  rails  to  riches  on  the  Lake  Ontario 
Southern  Railroad,  Illinois  Central,  and  Union  Pacific. 

Another  promising  tycoon  was  young  Henry  Clay  Frick,  backed 
by  Andrew  Mellon’s  father,  who  tided  the  young  entrepreneur  over 
rocky  periods.  Frick  supplied  the  coke,  the  coal  product  essential  to  the 
production  of  iron  and  steel.  During  the  panic  of  1873,  when  he  was 
unable  to  pay  his  employees  in  cash,  he  printed  Frick  dollar  bills  which 
where  accepted  at  the  company  store. 

Andrew  Carnegie  was  in  his  mid-forties  in  1880.  In  the  1870s,  he 
turned  from  railroads  to  steel,  a strategy  that  proved  immensely  suc- 
cessful. A man  with  a deep  social  conscience,  Carnegie  shared  some 
$350,000,000  of  his  wealth  with  the  less  fortunate  and  cultural  causes 
of  his  lifetime. 

Jay  Gould,  “The  Mephistopheles  of  Wall  Street,”  controlled 
10,000  miles  of  American  railroad  tracks  in  1880,  more  than  one-ninth 
of  the  entire  mileage  in  the  country.  His  name  appears  on  such  railroad 
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The  Preferred  Stock  Certificate  of  the  New  York,  Ontario  and  Western  Rail- 
way Company  displays  the  route  map,  bracketed  by  vignettes  of  transpor- 
tation on  land  and  sea.  Issued  on  May  31,  1881  to  George  Mortimer  Pullman 
who  designed  the  Pullman  car  with  upper  and  lower  berths  and  introduced 
such  railroad  luxuries  as  dining,  chair  and  vestibule  cars. 


The  master  engraver  captures  the  beauty  of  the  countryside  on  this  certif- 
icate, a handsome  relic  of  the  Old  South.  A Seven  Percent  Second  Mort- 
gage Bond  of  the  Selma,  Rome  and  Dalton  Railroad,  it  is  a masterpiece 
of  illustration  and  lettering  characteristic  of  the  period.

certificates  as  the  Union  Pacific,  the  Wabash,  the  Texas  Pacific,  the 
Missouri  Pacific  and  the  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Texas  Companies.  It  is  said 
that  when  his  financial  ability  was  questioned  in  1882,  he  placed  stock 
certificates  valued  at  $53,000,000  on  the  table  and  offered  to  produce 
$20,000,000  more. 

Russell  Sage,  a collaborator  of  Jay  Gould’s,  was  approaching  social 
security  age  in  1880,  but  continued  to  add  to  his  substantial  wealth  with 
spirited  activity.  Wall  St.  historians  have  honored  him  as  the  “Father  of 
‘puts’  and  ‘calls’;  perhaps  one  day  he  will  obtain  a place  in  the  Money 
Lenders  Hall  of  Fame.

27,  1887,  signed  by  the  pioneer  railroad  builder,  Collis  Potter  Huntington. 
One  of  the  greatest  names  in  American  railroad  history,  Huntington  was 
a major  force  in  the  transcontinental  push.  His  family  continued  his 
railroad  and  steamship  interests,  sharing  their  enormous  wealth 
through  major  cultural  and  philanthropic  bequests.

MARVYN  SCUDDER’s  name  is  known 
to  all  who  have  done  research  on  obscure 
stocks,  as  he  published  the  first  four  vol- 
umes of  “Extinct  or  Obsolete  Companies 
which  later  became  the  Robert  D.  Fisher 
manuals.  Scudder  was  active  in  all  kinds  of 
valuation  services,  such  as  closely  held 
securities,  seldom  traded  stocks  and  bonds 
and  thought-to-be-worthless  securities  for 
which  he  was  able  to  find  value.  Our  lirm 
has  continued  this  tradition. 

In  1934,  ROBERT  D.  FISHER  took 
over  the  business  which  Marvyn  Scudder 
had  begun.  Fisher,  then  32,  had  been 
trained  by  Scudder  and  was  well  informed. 
He  continued  to  publish  the  obsolete  secur- 
ities manuals  under  his  own  name  and  for 
many  years  was  well  known  for  his  careful 
research.  Long  the  authority  in  this  field, 
he  published  the  Mining  Manuals  (1941) 
and  continued  the  Series  to  Volume  XII. 


OUR  FOUNDER 

Roland  M.  Smythe  was  a colorful 
character  much  appreciated  by  the  re- 
porters of  his  day.  His  most  noteworthy 
eccentricity  was  his  well  publicized  aver- 
sion to  the  telephone,  which  he  considered 
a time-wasting  nuisance.  He  steadfastly 
refused  to  have  one  installed  in  his  tiny 
office  at  92  Broadway. 

Smythe  was  born  in  Dublin,  Ireland  in 
1854,  and  arrived  in  New  York  as  a young 
boy.  By  the  time  he  was  twenty  three,  he 
had  established  himself  in  Wall  Street  and 
was  a member  of  the  New  York  Stock 
Exchange. 

Gifted  as  a statistician,  Smythe  enjoyed 
collecting  data  on  stocks  and  bonds.  Other 
brokers  besieged  him  for  information  on 
various  companies.  Many  years  later, 
Smythe  claimed  that  he  had  tried  to  dis- 
courage them  by  charging  a fee  for  his 
research.  Finally,  he  became  so  busy  ser- 
vicing these  requests  that  he  gave  up  his 
brokerage  business.  Smythe  wrote  three 
books  on  defunct  securities  which  have 
become  classics  in  the  field. 

Smythe  must  be  one  of  the  first  people 
to  recognize  stock  and  bond  certificates  as 
collectors’  items.  In  conjunction  with  his 
research,  he  was  also  a dealer  in  antique 
certificates,  which  were  always  sold  with 
an  accompanying  letter  guaranteeing  their 
worthlessness. 

“No  Telephone”  Smythe  died  in  1930 
at  the  age  of  seventy  six.  His  files,  letters 
and  books  are  still  part  of  the  Smythe 
library  at  170  Broadway. 


ROBERT  D.  FISHER,  JR.  assumed  the 
research  activities  of  his  father’s  firm,  con- 
tinuing a family  tradition,  now  nearly  fifty 
years  old.  When  increased  activity  in  Wall 
Street  required  access  to  more  research 
material,  the  Fisher  Manuals,  long  out  of 
print,  were  produced  on  microfilm.  Vol- 
ume XIII  was  published  in  1971  and 
Volume  XIV  in  1975,  both  in  a joint  pub- 
lishing venture  with  The  New  York  Times. 
Volume  XV  is  expected  later  this  year. 
In  1967,  the  Fisher  Organization  was 
acquired  by  Smythe  & Co  and  Mr.  Fisher 
continues  as  vice-president  of  our  firm. 

JOHN  HERZOG  is  President  of  R.  M. 
Smythe  & Co.,  Inc.  today,  as  well  as  the 
executive  head  of  Herzog,  Heine,  Geduld, 
Inc.,  members  of  the  New  York  Stock  Ex- 
change. His  fascination  with  antique  stock 
certificates  dates  back  over  a score  of  years 
which  has  enabled  him  to  form  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  and  comprehensive 
collections  of  rare  and  significant  docu- 
ments relating  to  American  and  interna- 
tional financial  history.

SMYTHE  SETS  AUCTION  RECORD 
For  American  Bond  Certificate 

A rare  $1000  Bond  of  the  Hudson  & 
Berkshire  Rail-Road  Co.,  dated  1848  and 
signed  by  Millard  Fillmore,  Thirteenth 
President  of  the  United  States;  and  en- 
dorsed by  General  Robert  E.  Lee,  Com- 
mander in  Chief  of  the  Confederate  armies, 
was  acquired  by  R.  M.  Smythe  & Co.,  Inc. 
at  the  dramatic  sale  of  the  Roy  P.  Crocker 
Collection  at  Sotheby  Parke  Bernet,  New 
York  on  November  28.  The  price  fetched, 
$1700  plus  the  buyer’s  premium,  marks 
the  largest  price  ever  paid  for  a stock 
certificate  at  an  American  auction. 

The  famed  Crocker  Collection,  rich  in 
Lincolniana  and  historic  financial  docu- 
ments, established  new  highs  as  bidders 
competed  for  such  prizes  as  a four-page 
letter  by  Adam  Smith  ($13,750.),  a Lincoln 
letter  to  his  campaign  manager,  Norman 
Buel  Judd,  who  served  as  President  of  the 
Peoria  and  Bureau  Valley  Railroad  ($5,225.) 
and  a wealth  of  significant  checks.  All 
prices  reported  include  the  10%  buyer’s 
premium.  Noteworthy  check  prices  include 
Abraham  Lincoln  to  his  son,  Tad  ($13,200), 
Zachary  Taylor  ($4,180.),  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  ($770.),  Andrew  Johnson 
($1,540.)  and  ($2,530.)  and  the  war-hero 
Generals  and  Presidents,  Ulysses  S.  Grant 
and  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  each  of  which 
brought  ($1,760.).  A check  signed  by 
Mormon  leader,  Brigham  Young,  as  Pres- 
ident of  the  Utah  Southern  Railroad 
Company,  attracted  ($605.). 

Such  non-financial  items  as  the  opera 
glasses  said  to  be  used  by  President  Lincoln 
the  night  of  his  assassination  was  won  at 
$26,400.,  while  a beaverskin  stovepipe  hat 
from  his  wardrobe  brought  $11,000. 

NO  MORE  DANISH 

Within  the  next  several  years  Denmark 
plans  to  eliminate  paper  insecurities  trades. 
The  Ministry  of  Trade  and  Industry  has 
taken  steps  to  prepare  for  legislation  nec- 
essary for  “the  abolition  of  physical  secur- 
ities.” Printed  certificates  will  be  replaced 
by  receipts,  which  will  confirm  computer- 
ized registration.  All  new  bond  issues,  it  is 
anticipated,  will  be  electronically  processed 
by  1982.  Existing  bonds,  during  a three 
year  period  of  conversion  into  the  new 
system,  will  be  destroyed.  The  proposed 
action  by  the  Danes,  many  believe,  will  be 
followed  by  other  financial  markets  bur- 
dened by  what  the  Danish  Commission 
regards  as  “an  unnecessary  waste  of  re- 
sources.”
